APPEAL MADE TO ‘MANKIND’

BOSTON, Aug. 4.—With the noti- 
fication to Nicola Sacco and Barto 
lomeo Vanzetti at Charlestown State 
Prison this morning that Governor 
Fuller had refused to upset the 
death sentence against them, fur- 
ther steps on the part of the defense 
were combined with wide agitation 
im last-hour efforts to save the two 
doomed radicals from the electric 
ehair. 

Tonight William: J. —— 
eonservative Boston lawyer, who has 
been chief of defense counsel, and 
Herbert B. Ehrman, his associate, 
announced their retirement from the 
case. The lawyers were utterly ex- 
hausted after their four years spent 
im defending the men. . 

Arthur D. Hifl,. former. ‘District 
Attorney of Suffolk. County, now 
succeeds as counsel. He “said this 
evening that he had agreed to see 
what, if any, legal steps may be 
taken on behalf of the condemned 
men. 


Possible Steps for New Trial. 


Recourse may be had-to the State 
eourts for.an application for a new 
trial on the ground that the men 
were not convicted under due process 
of law. Failing this, the United 
States Supreme Court may be ap- 
pealed to on.two motions. One con- 
@gerns the Proctor affidavit about 
eollusion alleged to have been 
entered into between District Attor- 
mey Katzmann, who prosecuted the 
Dedham trial, and a firearms expert, 
and the other concerns the refusal 
ef the State Court to hear new evi- 
dence. 

In announcing their retirement 
from the case Mr. Thompson and 
Mr. Ehrman criticized what they 
charged as ‘‘secrecy’’ surrounding 
Governor Fuller’s inquiry, saying 
that they were not permitted to be 
present during the testimony of wit- 
messes or to cross-examine those 
whom the Governor heard. Nor

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Guards 
were put about officials and pub- 
lic buildings in Washington today 
as a result of the refusal of Gov- 
ernor Fuller of Massachusetts to 
intervene in the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case. The State Department in- 
formed American embassies, lega- 
tions and consulates abroad of 
the decision, so that they might 
take adequate precautions. 

Warned by bombings and dem- 
onstrations by radicals in foreign 
countries against Americans dur- 
ing recent months because of the 
case, the State Department put a 
special guard in the corridor out- 
side the office of Secretary Kel- 
logg. For weeks a guard has been 
posted at all hours about his 
home. Other guards were. sta- 
tioned at the Justice and Treas- 
ury departments while the Wash- 
ington Monument was under spe- 
cial protection. 

No persons carrying packages 
were admitted to the Treasury.

The meetings were staged. with all 
order and there were no reports of 
violence by sympathizers of the Bos- 
ton radicals. Police Commissioner 
Warren, however, announced that 
several letters, apparently written by 
Sacco-Vanzetti adherents, threaten- 
ing “‘certain individuals,’’ had been 
received. The . Commissioner _ sta- 
tioned plainclothes men to watch sev- 
eral buildings in the financial dis- 
trict, but refused to disclose the 
identity of the recipients of the 
letters. 

About 2,000 persons affiliated with 
the Communist movement heard sev- 
eral hours of oratory in Union Square 
and then unanimously supported a 
resolution calling upon union labor 
to stage a protest strike of a half-day 
on Tuesday. In Brooklyn 2,000 bar- 
bers, who had taken the day off, 
adopted a resolution asking William 
Green, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, to call a na- 
tional strike as a gesture of sympathy 
for the two condemned men. 


500 Meet at New School. 


Five hundred radicals gathered at 
the New.

MOSTLY IN EUROPE 


Julius Klein Tells Paris Club 
$250,000,000 of This Will

PARIS, Aug. 4.—American tour- 
ists are spending $650,000,000 this 
year, principally in Europe, accord- 
ing to a statement made by Julius 
Klein, Director of the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce, in an 
address at the. American Club here 
today. Of this sum, $250,000,000 will 
go to France, he says. 

Mr. Klein stressed the importance 
of. invisible items in international 
economic relations. At present, he 
said, such items were overlooked: in 
trade balance sheets ‘and the. rela- 
tions of nations, whereas their im- 
portance should be recognized. 


Profit for Retailers. 


Money spent by tourists in another 
country on hotels, luxuries, 
and so forth, gave. a_ high retail 
profit, perhaps double the. profit 
exporters. 
There were also such important 
items as insurance and shipping, as 
the greater part of international in- 
surance was done through European 
companies, and much of America's 
commerce was carried in foreign 
ships. 

Turning to the subject of American 
imports, Mr. Klein declared that they 

had increased enormously and were 
continding to ‘increase. Manufac- 
tured imports into the United States 
had doubled since 1914. This, he 
said, offset the widespread belief that 
the growth of American manufactur- 
ing had decreased the European 
market in the United States. The 
growing industries created a demand 
for instruments of precision, equip- 
ment, &c., which were made in Eu- 
rope. At the same time they in- 
creased the buying power of the 
American workman. It was mass 
consumption and not mass produc- 
tion which made American prosper- 
ity. 

Americans Buy More. 


Another great but misunderstood 
factor in world commerce, Mr. Klein 
said, was the enormous increase in 
American purchases from ten great 
non-European countries. Imports 
from those countries had increased 
by 362 per cent. while the exports 
from those countries to the rest of 
the world had increased only by 87 
per cent. 

The industries of these countries 
were largely financed by Huropean 
capital, with the result that often 
when America makes purchases from 
them the money passes either di- 
rectly through purchase or indirectly 
through freight charges into the 
hands of the British, French or 
other European capitalists. 

On the other hand, the success of 
American exports to those countries 
was not built in the ashes of Euro-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—The ad- 
dress of Ambassador Gibson, Chair- 
man of the American delegation at 
Geneva, was made public today by 
the State Department. It read as 
follows: 

The conference has now reached 
a point when it is essential to re- 
view the situation and to deter- 
mine whether we can usefully con- 
tinue our work with any hope of 
a successful conclusion. 

Since the proposals which have 
been laid before us by Mr. Bridge- 
man represent the final decision 
of the British Empire delegation, 
I fear, as I have already informed 
Mr. Bridgeman, that we shall be 
forced frankly to admit that our 
efforts at present to find a basis 
for negotiation acceptable to all 
three powers have not been suc- 
cessful. 

I should like to take this occasion 
for stating somewhat fully the 
American views on the subject, not 
by way of argument with my col- 
leagues, but because the solution 
of this problem can be found only 
if all conflicting views are clearly 


stated and left for mature consid- 
eration. 


First of all, let us consider why 
we came here. The President of 
the United States on Feb. 10 ex- 
tended to the powers signatories 
to the Washington treaty an invi- 
tation to meet in Geneva to agree 
upon. extension to auxiliary craft 
of the principles of that treaty. 
Great Britain and Japan accepted 
this invitation. 


Peace and Tax Cut Called Aims. 


The President’s initiative in call- 
ing the conference was in conform- 
ity with the repeatedly expressed 
desire of our Congress, as specifi- 
cally set forth in an act of Feb. 11, 
1925, that armaments should be ef- 
fectively reduced and limited in the 
interest of the peace of the world 
and for the relief of all nations 
from the burdens of inordinate and 
unnecessary expenditures, 

The President’s invitation left no 
room for doubt as to the purpose 
he had in mind, and the proposals 
to be made by the American dele- 
gation could have been forecast 
with considerable accuracy. 

It was known from the Presi- 
dent’s message that we would pro- 
pose limitation of auxiliary craft by 
categories, that we were in favor 
of limiting them according to the 


—— of the Wash treaty. 

It was not difficult forecast 
even “the tonnage levels which we 
would suggest, as it was obvious 
that no fresh complications in the 
world situation had called for a 
material increase over the figures 
suggested by us at Washington in 
1922—namely, 450,000 tons of both 
classes of auxiliary surface vessels. 


Sympathetic Stand Expected. 

In strict conformity with the 
spirit and in view of the President’s 
invitation, the American delegation 
on the opening day of the confer- 
ence laid on the table clear, simple 
and comprehensive proposals for a 
limitation of naval armaments, We 
were confident that. proposals of 
this genera] character would be ac- 
ceptable to the powers represented 
here. 

It was not unreasonable to feel 
that even if the specific figures 
suggested. by us as a basis of 
discussion were not acceptable, a 
reasonable limitation. might . be 
achieved on the basis of the pres-

One of the virtues of the system 
of limitation.of naval strength. by 
total tonnage in classes is that 
each country is left free to use its 
tonnage, allotment according to its 
special needs.

was dependent upon meeting these 
requirements within total tonnages 
which constituted a limitation and 
not an expansion. 

With a large number of naval 
bases scattered along its lines of 
communication, we can quite ‘vell 
understand the desire of the British 
Empire for a cortege number of 
cruisers of the smaller type. 

At the same time we feel that it 
should be Y recognised that our own 
geographical ition and our lack 
of bases, resulting in part from the 
restrictions of the Meda es

SEES GOOD IN CONFERENCE 


Says ft Will Help to Prepare 
Further Advances in the 
Direction of Limitation.

LONDON, Aug. ¢4.—Following is the 
text of the speech delivered by W. C. 
Bridegman, First Lord of the Admir- 
alty, at the plenary session of the 
Naval Conference at Geneva today: 

I agree with the Chairman in 
thinking that our discussions have 
not been by any means useless and 
that the exploration we have made 
will have been advantageous in 
preparing further advances in the 
direction of limitation. 

All three powers most certainly 
have had the same goal in view. In 
attempting to reach it we have 
traveled sometimes together in 
pairs and sometimes all three on 
the same track. At other times we 
have sought different roads, and 
the examination of those different 
routes. will have contributed to- 
wards the final selection of the 
right one which, perhaps, may af- 
ter all be one that has not yet been 
discovered by us. 

My Government desires me to try 
to make clear the way in which we 


have approached the task and our 
genuine desire for the limitation of 
naval armament. 


President Coolidge’s Admor.ition. 


In a message from President 
Coolidge conveyed to the confer- 
ence at the first plenary session 
we were enjoined to come to an 


agreement ‘“‘rendering impossible 
any form of naval competition be- 
tween the three powers.’’ This was 
su uently amplified by a state- 
ment by the Chairman of the three 

points which should guide 
us. They were, first, elimination 
of competitive building; second, we 
were to consider security and de- 
fense and not aggression; third, we 
must study economy. 

The British delegation have en- 
deavored to keep those points 
faithfully in mind in all the pro- 
posals which they have put for- 
ward. 

First was avoidance of competi- 
tion, and it was with that end in 
view that we proposed there be two 
classes of cruisers, two of destroy- 
ers and two of submarines, in each 
of which the maximum tonnage for 
each individual vessel would be 
fixed. Without this provision it 
seemed to us that mere fixation of 
total tonnage could not remove the 
danger of competition and would 
in fact increase it. If one power 
used tonnage for construc- 
tion of the larges of vessels, 
it would lead to an attempt on the 

rt of the other powers to follow 

eir example and increase instead 
of decrease their offensive s 
and the maximum would, as ex- 
perience has shown, become the 
standard size. 

This was well exemplified by the 
decision taken at Washington to 
limit cruisers to 10,000 tons and & 
inch guns. The effect was that 
this maximum has been taken as 
standard for most of the cruisers 
built since that date. 


Offer Made by Britain. 


It was for this reason that, while 
agreeing to the ratio proposed by 
the United States of America in 
the largest type of cruisers, 10,000 
tons and 8inch guns, we desired 
to limit the numbers of those large 


cruisers. . We offered to refrain 
ourselves from laying down any 
more and not proceed with the 
Dorsetshire, on which money has 
already been spent, whilst America 
was to be able to build up ty equal 
numbers and Japan to the number 
of eight. We suggested that no 
other cruisers be built except those 
of lower tonnage and mounting no 
gun larger than 6-inch. 

Again, in destroyers the Amer- 
ican plan gave the opportunity of 
building destroyers up to the size 
of 3,000 tons, and if this size were 
to be adopted there would be little 
difference between large destroyers 
and cruisers, and the ten- 
dency would have been to build de- 
stroyers of the largest e. 

We therefore proposed to limit the 
size and armament of destroyer 
leaders and destroyers to a figure 
which took into account the exist- 
ing practice of the three powers. 
On this point we were all able to 


it was for the same reason that 
Wwe proposed two classes of subma- 
rines.

After working for some time on 
these lines we found ourselves 
marked disagreement with the 
American delegation on the sub- 
ject of cruisers.

In 
each case we should have elimi- 
nated competitive building. In each 
case we should have effected 
economy. In each case we were 
considering security and banishing 
aggression from our minds. 


Efforts Made to Meet Objections. 


What have we done to try to 
meet the objections to our original 
plan? We have frankly stated our 
needs and given our reasons for 


holding to them, and explained our 
conception of national security. 
We have agreed to try to fix 
total tomnages, provided there is a 
proper division of classes and a 
maximum fixed for each type. 
This we understood to be agreed 
to by the American delegation at 
the paratory Disarmament Con- 
ference and we had presumed it 
would also be welcomed here. 

We have made repeated efforts to 
put our total tonnage at the lowest 
figure compatible with security, and 
our final effort is embodied in our 
latest proposals. But we have had 
to raise the maximum figures for 
limiting the size of destroyers and 
submarines to meet the wishes of 
other parties, thereby —2 
the tonnage we should have lik 
in these cases to diminish. We 
have offered to agree upon a max- 
imum building program over a 
period of years so that each nation 
should have complete knowledge of 
the tion of the .others... But 
that not proved acceptable. 

After the war, like the United 
States, we ————— a very large 
number of warships, yng sng to 
a tonnage of 1,797,000 tons in bat- 
tleships, cruisers and destroyers, in 
the interest of limitation. In the 
same way now no impartial critic 
can say that we have not made 
our full share of concessions as a 
contribution toward arriving at 
an agreement. 

I am given to understand that 
the American delegation objects to 
limitation in second-class cruisers 
to 6-inch gun calibre and insist 
on freedom to mount any gun up 
to 8inch in these ships. While 
we are unable fully to understand 
their objection, I can assure them 
that our attitude is not due to fear 
of any unfriendly action on their 
part. It is due to the feeling that 
we came here to try to agree to 
limitation of armaments in the 
future, and we cannot append our 
signature to a clause which would 
violate the three cardinal points 
laid down at the outset of the con- 
ference by the American delega- 
tion. We believe that it could have 
no other effect than that of a con- 
siderable increase in the offensive 
strength of the fleets of the 


world. 

It is obvious that without any 
agreement and without calling a 
conference America has the power 
and means to build as many cruis- 
ers within the limit of 10,000 tons 
and 8-inch. as she pleases. We 
hoped that in the endeavor to bring 
about effective limitations she 
would’ have been willing to in 
with us in settling a lower stan 
for future cruiser construction 
which would have been an example 
of all nations.

LONDON TAKES CALMLY 
BREAKDOWN AT GENEVA 


Press Blames Lack of Preparation 
and Chides Both British and 
Copyright, 1927, by The New York Times Company.

LONDON, Aug. 4.—The break-down 
of the Naval Limitation Conference 
has so long been expected here as 
to be largely discounted. Now that 
it has actually taken place there 
seems a disposition on the part of 
officialdom and press to make the 
best of it. 

As to the causes of the failure, 
though scathing things are said on 
all sides of the ‘“‘si r” lack of 
preparation which preceded it, and 
though there is criticism of the al- 
legedly rigid attitude adopted from 
first to last by the American delega- 
tion at Geneva, the newspapers in- 
cline to take the view that it was due 
to a fundamental difference in the 
naval requirements of Great Britain 
and the United States. That it im- 
plies no unfriendliness between the 
two countries is em ized. 

The London Times finds something 
to criticize in the tone of Ambassa- 
dor Gibson's concluding speech,

‘He took the curious view,’ it 
says, “‘that further concessions by 
America would have involved a ‘com-

o reduce nayal armament or to 
limit it within what is considered 
reasonable bounds.’

‘There is little need for regret and 
none for recrimination because the 
Geneva Conference failed,’’ says The 
Daily Express. ‘It failed, not be- 
cause success was attainable if the 
three powers had shown a more ac- 
commodating spirit, but because a 
formula does not exist and could not 
be contrived to reconcile Anglo-Amer- 
ican parity at sea, Japanese require- 
ments, our imperial necessities and a 
smaller ship-building program. 

“What is to happen now? The an- 
swer is nothing. Great Britain, the 
United States and Japan will con- 
tinue in the future as in the past to 
supply themselves with that amount 
of sea power, and no more, which 
their circumstances require.”’ 

The Daily News fears the failure 
off the conference must cause unfa- 
vorable reactions in various parts of 
the world and blames both Britain 
and the United States for it.

Sore years ago, sympathizers 
with the two Italians threw a bomb 
into Ambassador Herrick’s bedroom. 
Two weeks ago another ineffective 
bomb was exploded outside the 
American Consulate at Nice. 

There are undoubtedly at large 
both men and women who are capa- 
ble of seeking some vague sort of 
vengeance by either bomb or stone 
throwing against American person- 
alities and property, and it is against 
them that the police have taken pre- 
cautions. 


American Leads Protest Action. 


Clashes with the police followed a 
tumultuous meeting tonight at which 
the Communist labor organizations 
of Paris voted to call a. general 
strike of twenty-four hours on Aug. 
8 unless the death sentence on Sacco 
and Vanzetti was withdrawn by that 
date. 

The motion for the strike, which 
turned the labor meeting, called for 
action on another question, into a 
violent protest against Governor Ful- 
ler’s decision, was presented by 
Henry Wadsworth Dana, an Ameri- 
can, who recently has been promi- 
nent at French Communist gather- 
ings.

Another iconoclastic 
blow was the defeat of the queen of 
the West, the unbeaten two-year-old 
filly Anita Peabody, which carried 
Mrs. John D. Hertz’s colors to third 
money in the tenth running of the 
Schuylerville Stakes, the first of the 
important filly stakes of the Spa sea- 
son. 

Chance Shot was a 1-to-12 favorite 
in a three-horse field and was a 
soundly beaten colt at * furlong 
pole, Herodian’ winnin ig by length 
with a theirtcen-poun weight con- 
cession. The son of The Finn ran 
in 1:40 under 115 pounds. 
rode the winner, a 10-to-1 shot. Earl 
Sande had the mount on both Chance 
Shot and Anita Peabody. 

Anita Peabody, the 6to-5 choice in 
a field of thirteen, was always a con- 
tender, although she was never able 
to get to the front after breaking 
from an outside position. ‘The win- 
ner was Mrs. Louise Viau’s Pennant 
Queen, a bay daughter of Pennant 
andi Misty Queen, which was ridden 


by Johnny Maiben and won by a/ Cu 


length from W. M. Jefford’s Bateau, 
the latter leading the Western miss 
by half her length. The winner car- 
ried 112 pounds, was held at 7 to 1 
and ran from No. 13 position. Pen- 
nant Queen is likewise unbeaten, 
having won both her starts and must 
be reckoned with in the filly events 
the rest of the season. 


Pennant Queen Sets Pace. 


Anita Peabody had won her three 
starts in the West and came East 
with a great reputation. On the 
strength of that she was the strong 


favorite in the big field, the others 
favored being the winner, the Wheat- 
ley Stable’s Nixie and Bateau. 

Pennant Queen led her field prac- 
tically throughout the race. On the 
turn Sande made a valiant effort 
with the Western miss and she got to 
the leader’s throat-latch. That was 
the best she could do, and in the 
stretch drive she was beaten half a 
length for the place by the daughter 
of Man o’ War. The race was wo 
$4,175 to Mrs. Viau. The fractional 
times were 0:23 2-5, 0:47 3-5, 1:07.

He started 
forty-six times up to the conclusion 
of last year’s racing, winning 
twenty-seven times, being second 
twice and third three times.

Only three other thoroughbreds of 
the American turf turned in greater 
winnings than Sarazen. These were 
Zev, with $313,000; Exterminator, 
with $252,596, and the great Man o’ 
War, with $249,465. 

Sarazen turned cunning and that 
destroyed his usefulness as a race 
horse. It has been recounted many 
times how Max Hirsch, his trainer, 
invented devices to circumvent the 
devious workings of his equine’s 


brain; v7 his age om caresses and 
finally downright deceptions. Sara- 
zen, in the end, solved them all. He 
would do what ‘he wanted to do and 
nothing more. If he wanted to he 
would run, if not nothing would in- 
him to go on the track. When 
final at the barrier in a race he 
would run if he wanted to, but when 
he had enough, enough was enough 
and that was all there was to it. 

So it came about this afternoon 
that Mr. Hirsch made the great de- 
cision that Sarazen, the “‘great little

YOIGT [5 ACCEPTED 
FOR NATIONAL GOLF 


U. S. G. A. Absolves Him of 
Violating Amateur Rules 
and Approves Entry. 


BANNED IN WASHINGTON 


Investigation Clears Him, However, 
of Imputation He Is Employed 
for Golfing Skill. 


By The Associated Press. 

George J. Voigt, sensational Wash- 
ington golfer, was declared eligible 
yesterday for competition in the na- 
tional amateur championship and ab- 
solved of any charges of violation of 
the rules of the United States Golf 
Association. 

In the name of the Executive Com- 
mittee, Secretary H. H. Ramsay an- 
nounced that the entry of the win- 
ner of the North and South and 
Mason and Dixon amateur titles had 
been accepted for the amateur cham- 
pionship. 

The committee’s action was in con- 
nection with the acceptance of en- 
tries for the amateur championship, 
beginning Aug. 22 at the Minikahda 
Club, Minneapolis. After he was de- 
clared ineligible by the District of 
Columbia Golf Association to parti- 
cipate in the district amateur cham- 
ionship, his status was investigated 


y Secretary Ramsay, who reported 
to the Executive Committee. 
Employed as Secretary. 
Charges made by the District Golf 
Association were not made public, 
but it was understood that the golfer 
was charged with having profited in- 
directly from his skill at the game, 
through employment by Edward B. 
McLean, Washington publisher. Voigt 
said that he was employed by Mr. 
McLean as an assistant secretary 
and not as a golfer. He was former- 
ly an employe of the Treasury De- 
partment. 
The committee has examined the 
circumstances in Mr. Voigt’s case,’’ 
said a statement by Secretary Ram- 
say which defined the term ‘“‘ama- 
teur,’’ ‘‘and as a result of its investi- 
gation finds that, tested by the rules 
above mentioned, there has been no 
violation by Mr. Voigt. 
‘It is not the opinion of the com- 
mittee that Mr. Voigt has acted in 
a manner detrimen to the best in- 
terests and true spirit of the game. 
In this condition, the entry of Mr. 
Voigt for the amateur championship 
has been accepted.’’ 
The statement explained that in 
passing on entries for the amateur 
championship the committee had oc- 
casion to investigate the case of 
Voigt, a member of the Bannock- 
burn Golf Club, Glen Echo, Md. The 
questions involved, the statement 
said, whether Voigt had violated his 
amateur status and whether he had 
acted in a manner detrimental to the 
best interests and true spirit of the 


game. 
An Amateur Defined. 


It was pointed out that in dealing 
with the situation the United States 
Golf Association was bound by its 
rules defining amateur status. An

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BACK TO DIRECT NEGOTIATIONS. 


The Geneva Naval Conference 
ends in complete failure to agree 
upon even a single point in the re- 
duction of armaments. Dying, it 
expresses the pious hope that by a 
direct exchange of views between 
the several Governments the prob- 
lem of limiting the strength of 
navies may yet be solved. This is 
almost a public confession that 
there was not sufficient direct nego- 
tiation before the conference was 
summoned. The work which should 
have been done in advance is now 
to be done, or at least it is recom- 
mended, afterward. Probably never 
before was a big diplomatic ques- 
tion, involving several countries, 
taken up with so little diplomatic 
preparation. That lack was sus- 
pected before the delegates met at 
Geneva. It was confirmed at the 
very first session when three sep- 
arate and irreconcilable naval plans 
were publicly submitted by the three 
nations represented. From that 
moment it was clear that the right 
kind of preliminary work had not 
been done. Nor could this want be 
made up for by seven weeks of con- 
ferring together, after each nation 
had laid down in the open proposals 
from which it could not retreat 
without apparently injuring its pres- 
tige. This awkward situation might 
have been avoided by the | proper 
amount of confidential give and take 
beforehand. Three men around a 
table can often do what thirty fhen 
in a public hall, surrounded by eager 
listeners and reporters, cannot do. 

An effort was made to proclaim 
an agreement in the matter of de- 
stroyers and submarines, despite the 
fact that one could not be reached 
respecting cruisers. But the Ameri- 
can delegates objected. Ambassa- 
dor GIBSON took the ground that 
all auxiliary war vessels must be 
treated as a whole. No one class, 
or two classes, could be taken out 
of the total. This is to go over 
to the position maintained by the 
French at the time the Disarma- 
ment Committee of the League of 
Nations was considering the ques- 
tion. Both the French and the Ital- 
ian Governments, which had only 
“observers” at Geneva, know that 
they have to be reckoned with in the 
matter of smialler‘war craft. In- 
deed, any one who had noted the 
French attitude concerning subma- 
rines, vis-a-vis with the British at 
the Washington Conference in 1921, 


must have been convinced that a real 


and effective agreement at Geneva 
was impossible so long as the French 
and Italians were not officially in 
the conference. Both those nations 
must now be sewn cegoaimd to 


bitter recrimination, and the final 
session closed amid marks of good- 
will all round. It is in that hopeful 
atmosphere that the endeavor to fix 
the proper limits of naval strength 
may be renewed, not in an open con- 
ference, but in a direct meeting of 
minds between Foreign Offices and 
our State Department. 


A ONE-MAN PARTY? 
When will our dazed friends, the 


‘©? | Republican politicians, quit sobbing 


and sputtering like a child whose 
china lamb has just been smashed? 
Their chagrin at the wreck of their 
plans is intelligible, if somewhat 
amusing. The pins were all set up, 
and now they are all knocked down. 
Instead of an easy, comfortable 
time, there is going to be work and 
worry. Imprisoned ambitions are 
released. Rivals will contend for a 
nomination which had been regarded 
as “cinched.” There will be free 
discussion, perhaps a free fight. The 
Republican Party needs it. Many 
members of the Republican National 
Committee, some Republicans of 
greater note, are doing their best to 
make their party ridiculous. 

In his own dialect Mr. COOLIDGE 
has renounced another term. But in 
the opinion of these politicians he 
only refuses it in order to accept it 
when it is pressed upon him by the 
“demand of the Republican people.” 
Former Governor STOKES of New 
Jersey prophesies delightfully that 
“the people will call Mr. COOLIDGE 
“as CINCINNATUS was called from 
“the plow.” Even Mr. HOOVER hopes 
for the President’s renomination and 
re-election. So judicious a states- 
man as THEODORE BURTON believes 
that Mr. COOLIDGE “may be put in 
“such a position that he cannot de- 
“cline.” In plain language, all these 
hopes and predictions mean that Mr. 
COOLIDGE is thought to be the best 
Republican vote-getter. 

On that theory, the Republican 
“people” will be asked to “de- 
mand” him permanently, subject 
him to continual “drafts.” Even 
then, as he is unfortunately not im- 
mortal, some time or other the 
Republican Party must “demand” 
somebody else. According to the 
hypothesis of the demanders, there is 
nobody else. Mr. HENRY W. TAFT, 
an eminent lawyer not of the polit- 
ical tribe, desires Mr. COOLIDGE’S re- 
election “‘ because it will secure sta- 
“ bility in foreign and domestic poli- 
“cies and especially because it will 
“promote the business interests of 
“the country and insure the contin- 
“uance of the present prosperity.” 
Evidently Mr. COOLIDGE inherits the 
powers of the old Priest-Magician- 
King. Ha coaxes rain from the 
clouds. He makes the crops grow. 
He is the protective tariff in the 
flesh. He is indispensable. 

If this sort of thing tends to make 
Mr. COOLIDGE absurd, it also reduces 
the Republican Party to absurdity. 
Is there but one Republican who can 
be trusted to do his best to stabil- 
ize policies and promote business? 
What hope to thrive has a party de- 
pendent upon one man, making no 
provision for its future, stifling the 
ambitions of other leaders, leaving 
no scope for the expansion of great 
personalities? Has the Republican 
Party no statesman fit to be Presi- 
dent except Mr. COOLIDGE? Again 
we invite these distressed Repub- 
lican brethren to repair their nerves, 
recover from their doleful dumps 
and stop making “a holy show” of 
themselves. 


CHINESE ASPIRATIONS IN-THE 
BERKSHIRES. 

It is part of the value of the 
Williamstown Institute of Politics 
that it permits frank airing of views 
of all shades about international 
events. Statements made there in 
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tions of Chinese nationalism is 


perfectly natural. Americans have} 


always had a benevolent sentiment 
toward China and have desired her 
to have every chance to create for, 
herself a strong and unified Gov- 
ernment. It was the hope of many 
that the Kuomintang would be able 
to further the cause of true Chinese 
nationalism. But so whole-hearted 
was the enthusiasm of the friends 
of the Kuomintang—both Chinese 
and Americans—that they resented 
with bitterness any reflection on 
the actions of the party leaders. 

Having committed: themselves to 
the thesis that the Nationalist 
Party was to save China, they felt 
that it could do no wrong, and that, 
consequently, any reports discredit- 
able to it must be the result of un- 
scrupulous and untruthful enemies, 
bent on thwarting the progress of 
Chinese nationalism. This sort of 
partisanship is more warm-hearted 
than wise, for it fails to face facts 
frankly and confuses hopes with 
actual achievements. Such exces- 
sive optimism has done much to 
hurt the Chinese cause, for by mis- 
leading people into expecting great 
things overnight from the National- 
ist cause it has made all the greater 
their disillusion when the inevitable 
crash has occurred. 

There is little to be gained at this 
late date by trying to whitewash 
the part of the Nationalists in the 
Nanking outrage—especially when 
to do so is to run counter to the 
testimony of nearly every eye-wit- 
ness..Whoever has any doubt about 
what really happened at Nanking 
need only read the dramatic and 
vivid story in the July Harper’s by 
the wife of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany agent who went through the 
entire siege. What she says has 
been confirmed by missionaries and 
by officials of the State and Navy 
Departments. There is no question 
that the looting and violence at 
Nanking was under orders, and that 
the Anglo-American naval barrage 
laid down around the Standard Oil 
compound put an end to the vio- 
lence and nipped in the bud an an- 
ti-foreign movement which might 
have resulted in much bloodshed 
and possibly even have necessitated 
armed intervention. 

It is not the cause of Chinese Na- 
tionalists that was or is to blame, 
but the methods of the Kuomintang 
leaders. They sought to prostitute 
the aims of nationalism for their 
selfish ends. It is they who are the 
real ‘traitors to Chinese nationalism, 
and not the missionaries who de- 
nounce them. 


ROOM TO GROW. 


A report by the Regional Plan 
Committee that nearly half of this 
city’s area is still given over to va- 
cant land will come as a surprise to 
many, particularly to those who 
dwell in crowded Manhattan. Out- 
side the city limits, in the metro- 
politan region, the built-up area is 
less than a tenth of the whole. Mr. 
ADAMS assures us that this great 
open space will serve all our needs, 
without overcrowding, for a hun- 
dred years to come—if we plan in- 
telligently. He is optimistic enough 
to believe that “the whole structure 
“ of the modern city is artificial, and 
“can be corrected by the same hu- 
“man intelligence that created it.” 

The city’s growth, however, can- 
not continue to be haphazard. Bane- 
ful results of our past lack of fore- 
sight are to be seen on every side. 
Excessive congestion is perhaps the 
chief of them. As the city grows 
an increasing army of workers, 
shoppers and theatregoers con- 
verge daily in the main centres. 
Tall buildings both reflect that con- 
centration and enhance it. There 
must come a time when, if the 
movement is not wisely controlled, 
it will be thwarted by its own 
excess. Mr. ADAMS advances the 
theory that the limitation of conver- 
gence will not come so much from 
the inadequacy of travel facilities 
as from the overcrowding of the 
streets and buildings in the centres. 
In the course of time congestion of 
an area will so hamper the very 
accessibility which brought the 
high buildings into existence that 
more up-to-date structures in less 
congested areas may attract busi- 
ness away. There is a warning here 
for midtown Manhattan. 

The report is on “Land Values,” 
and here some very practical forces 





drag on other districts. They con- 
tribute to that lack of balance which 
has resulted in the under-develop- 
ment of certain areas and the over- 
development of others. “ Allowing 
for all factors,” the committee 
finds,“ it is questionable if high 
“ buildings create more land value 
“than they destroy, even in their 
“own neighborhood.” 

One remedy is stricter zoning, 
with regard for bulk as well as 
height, for street circulation as well 
as light and air. Here again it has 
fortunately been demonstrated that 
zoning restrictions generally tend to 
stabilize land values on the basis of 
the highest economic use of the 
land. In some parts of the city a 
new check is being put on buildings, 
even within the legal limits. The 
report gives prominence to recent 
experiments with low buildings on 
some of the highest-priced land in 
the. city. Two five-story buildings 
have gone up on the corner of Fifth 
Avenue and Fifty-second Street. 
The four-story building on the site 
of the old Huntington house, on 
Fifty-seventh Street, is reported to 
be paying a good return. Six, seven 
and eight story buildings are being 
erected on the site of the Vanderbilt 
chateau across the way. The per- 
sons who are promoting these 
developments are successful real 
estate operators. The Fifth Avenue 
Association concludes that “ the time 
“is here when it is no longer pos- 
“sible to figure the maximum ro- 
“turn on property from the erection 
“upon it of the bulkiest building the 
“law permits.” 


IT TOOK COURAGE. 


The expected attack upon Gover- 
nor FULLER of Massachusetts and 
the eminent citizens composing his 
Advisory Commission has already 
begun. Passing by the violent ut- 
terances of extreme radicals, with 
their demand on the Federation of 
Labor that a general strike be 
called at once, we find Mr. NORMAN 
THOMAS, for the Socialist Party, de- 
claring that Governor FULLER and 
the others were actuated by “ deep- 
rooted class prejudice.” If they were 
honest, that only shows that their 
“environment” had made it impos- 
sible for them to be fair or just. 

Anyhow, neither environment nor 
class prejudice prevented them from 
doing a civic duty in a very cour- 
ageous spirit. There is no use in 
calling them hidebound or stodgy 
when it is clear to every impartial 
observer that they did what was ob- 
viously a difficult and even danger- 
ous thing with a complete disregard 
of personal consequences, so long as 
they were sure that they were doing 
what their convictions and con- 
sciences demanded. The risk which 
they ran, and which they knew per- 
fectly well they were running, may 
be measured in part by the threats 
and menaces since directed at 
them. These will probably prove to 
be empty, but that there was a real 
peril cannot be denied. For facing 
it, or ignoring it, Governor FULLER 
and his commission deserve at least 
the praise of men who have dis- 
charged a public duty unafraid. 


CHILDREN AND MARIONETTES. 


Dollis have a charm for children 
when the painted smile and the 
china eyes are fixed but the arms 
and legs are~ motionless, except as 
the child arranges them.

Even the 
masterly effects of TONY SARG do no 
more, though they are so artful that 
the most cultivated and critical men 
and women are as pleased as the 
youngsters.

troduced an attitude at once crea- 
tive and critical.

A contributor to School and So- 
ciety has recalled the story which 
PLINY tells of an old man entering 
the arena at one of the Olympiads, 
where admission was free. He failed 
to find a seat until he finally came 
to the section occupied by the Spar- 
tans, who arose as one man and 
proffered him their places, where- 
upon the old man said: “ All Greece 
“knows what it is right to do, but 
“only Sparta does it.” From this 
the writer makes a long jump across 
the centuries to our present-day 
manners and morals and to the con- 
clusion that it is only as we get the 
child to know the right will the man 
and the woman in them doit. So 
does every one come sooner or later 
to the school and the teacher. 

What of the teachers? Proceed- 


ing upon the assumption that what 


they teach, at any rate in morals, 
is largely determined by what they 
think, the writer, through the ever- 
ready questionnaire, made inquiry 
what views teachers in a certain 
region (it was remote from New 
York and our assumed Athenian 
ways, out in the part of the country 
where the pristine Spartan virtues 
are supposed to be more robust) 
actually held on a few of the ques- 
tions “that point to character edu- 
cation shortages.”

Every reason which has been 
urged in support of the principle of 
both parties joining in the renomina- 
tion of Justices who have satisfac- 
torily served a term in the Supreme 
Court applies with redoubled em- 
phasis to Justices of the Municipal 
Court.

“He started this inquiry avowedly 
for the purpose of causing ‘a change 
of heart’ on the part of the com- 
panies and making ‘them more 
‘amenable,’’. Mr, Miller said. ‘‘He 
speaks of his latitude in allowing the 
witnesses to be represented by coun- 
sel. But they could not protect the 
witnesses. All I could do was to sit 
by. The investigation was so mani- 
festly unfair that my adversary felt 
it necessary at the conclusion to pub- 


lish a labored apology and defense in 
the press."’

Swapping of Blades Charged. 

It was also that the de- 
fendants could use the Gillette blades 
in lieu of cash for procuring from 
the regular jobbers safety razor 
blades of other makes at a cheaper 
rate than the manufacturers could 


sell them. In this way, it was al- 
leged, the defendants were in a posi- 
tion to control the market. 

The importance of the Gillette 
product and the power of that com- 
pany were shown by a statement in 
the Government’s complaint that at 
least’75 per cent. of the razors used 
in the United States are of this type, 
that the Gillette output is consider- 
ably larger than the combined out- 

ut of competitors and that the Gil- 
fette working capital is at least three 
times as great as that of its largest 
competitor. 

Because of the facilities of oe 
three major defendants and the 
chain stores operated by them, Gil- 
lette, it is alleged, sold them any 
quantity of rzzor blades they desired 
so that they were able to serve the 
retail and the wholesale trade. Mr. 
Royce in his complaint charged that 
the conditions created by the agree- 
ment between the Gillette Company 
and the other defendants aided the 
Gillette Company in attempts to ac- 
complish a —— in the razor 
blade business and injured the trade 
and good-will of competitors.

Agreed to Stop Practices. 


Mr. Royce said that after he had 
advised the defendants of the Gov- 
ernment’s intention to present 
charges against them, they agreed 
to stop the practices complained of. 

The terms of the decree perpetu- 
ally enjoin the defendants from sell- 


ing or bartering Gillette blades in 
any manner which may affect the 
trade of competitors a” d Gillette or 
that may tend to create a monopoly 
in interstate trade. The defendants 
also are enjoined from entering into 
any agreement for the fixing of 
prices for blades or the.territory in 
which the blades may be purchased 
and sold.
